OR that in Hillery Term, in the 3oth, and 311h. years of this Kings 
Reign, in the Court of Kings Bench at Weſtminſter, by a Jury of the 
County of Middleſex were indicted, Robert Green, Gerald,Clerk, Henry 
Berry, Lawrence Hill, Dominica Kelly and Philbert Vernatty fprthat the 

by the Inſtigation of the Devil, &c. The 2th of OdfobrrAg the 20 
year of this Kings Reign, at the Pariſh of St. Mary le Strand in the Coun- 
ty of Middleſex aforeſaid, with Force and Arms, in and upon Sir Edmond- 
bury Godfrey Knight, in the Peace of God and the King, then and there 
being; feloniouſly, wilfully, and of rhar maliceafatethought, did'make an 
Aſlault, and kill and murther himin this manner, 2iz. Green did fold and 
faſten a Linnen Handkercheif about his Neck, and therewith choaked and 
ſtrangled him, of which choaking and —_—_ he inſtantly died: And 
the others, wiz. Gerald, Berry, Hill, Kelley and Vernatt were preſent, 
aiding, abetting, comforting, ailiſtiyg and maigtaining the ſaid Greez to 
kill and murther the ſaid Sir Edmmdiury Godfrey m form aforeſaid ; 
and fo.they the ſaid Green, Gerald, Berry , Hill, Kelly, and Vernatt 
in manner and form aforeſaid, him the faid Sir Edmonbury God- 
Fey feloniouſly, willfully, and of their malice aforethought , did 
kill and murther , againſt the Peace of our ſaid Lord the King, his 
Crown and Dignity: To which Indictment afterwards, the ſaid 
Term, _ the ſaid Robert Green, Henry Berry and Lawrence Hill ſeverally 
pleaded, Not Guilty, and put themſclves. upon the Country; and 
after in the ſaid Term of St.: Hillary, in the faid Court of Kings 
Bench at Weſtminſter , for the Felony and Murther aforeſaid , by a 
Jury of their Country , in due manner were tryed , and thereof law- 
fully convicted and attainted,, as by the Record thereof in the faid 
Court of Kings Bench at Weſtminſter remaining more -tully appears ; 
which ſaid Robert Green, Henry Berry and Lawrence Hill were after- 
wards executed and ſuffered Death according. to the. form and effe&t 
of the Judgment and Attainder aforeſaid : And whereas one Miles 
Prance upon the_Tryal of the Inditment aforeſaid , was produced 
a Wirncſs and ſworn for the King, and gave material Evidence 
againſt the ſaid Green, Berry and Hill to may them guilty of the 
Felony and Murther aforeſaid ': And one Wiliaw Bedloe, John Brown , 
Elizabeth Curtis, Zackary Skillarne and Nicholas Cambridge upon the Tryal 

aforeſaid, were Witneltes in like manner produced and ſworn for the King, 

inſt the ſaid Greer, Berry and Hill to 

prove them guilty of the (aid Felony and Murder :' And whereas alſo the 

ſaid Gerald, Robert Green, Lawrence Hill, Dominick, Kelly and 

Philbert Vernat at the time of the Felony and Murther aforeſaid were 

Papiſts, and Maintainers of the Romiſh Superſtitions 3 And theſaid 


» Gerald, Dominick K elly and Philbert Verzatt have fled' and not yet ap- 


peared to the faid Indiftmentz And whereas alſo by the: Coroners 
Inqueſt taken upon the* view of the Body of the ſaid Sir Edmondbnry 
Godfrey lying dead, before Joby Cooper Gent. one of the Coroners of 


the ſaid County of Middlejex'by the Oaths of honeſt and lawful wy

Farwel, well knowing the premiſes, and being perſons Devilliſhly af- 
feed, deviſing , practiſing, and with all their firength intending the 
peace and common Tranquillity of their Kingdom of England to di- 
ſturb, and as much asin them lay the due courſe of the Lawto deſtroy, 
and ſubvert and elude, and the Juſtice of this Kingdom of Erglard to 
defame and ſcandalize, and as well the ſaid Miles Prance, Wilkan Bedloe, 
John Brown, Elizabeth Curtis , Zachary Skillarne, Nicholas Cambridge, as 
the ſaid Jokz: Cooper, and the honeſt and lawful men. Sworn upon En- 
queſt aforeſaid, upon view of the body aforeſaid, tobring into the grea- 
teſt hatred, contempt and vile eſteem with all the Kings Subjes, and 
to deter the Kings Subjects from. finding deteing and proving the 
deſignes- of Papilts againſt our.

at Sohoe, Bedloe* ſays he took Coath at Clarendon-houſe, with many more 
ſuch like contradiftions; and conſidering the old Proverb, fore-warned fore- 
armed ; a further and. fuller accompt of the whole matter expe. And that 
the ſaid Nathaniel Thompſon, William Paine and John Farewell, their moſt 
impious, - wicked and dr: olicatantentions to fulfiland perfe&, afterwards, 
to wit the third day'of March in the ſaid four and thirtieth year of the 
Reign of theſad late Lord theKing, at the ſaid Pariſh of St. Mary le Bow 
London aforeſaid, with Force and Arms, &#. fallly, unlawfully, unjuſtly, 
evilly, maliciouſly, ſcaridalouſly and diabolically, made, compoſed and 
cauſed to be printed, another falſe, ſcandalous and defaming Libel, intitu- 
led- a ſecond Letter to Miles Prance, in reply to the Ghoſt of Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey.

and Conntry.In which laſt mentioned Libel it is contained,as follows, that there 
is not in the ſaid yay arr or ſaid falſe, ſcandalous, and defaming 
Libel,)Entituled,a Letter to Mr:Mzles Prance, in relation to the Murther of 
Sir Edmondbury Gedfrey, before firſt mentioned, the leaſt item or circum- 


ſtance, but what will be by undeniable Evidence made out to be the truth : So 


the ſaid Mr. Prance, having not as yet vouchſafed an Anſwer to that Letter, he 
will ſpeedily receive a further Letter relating to that Myurther, wherein the fur- 
ther truth will not only be fully ſet forth, and other Circumſtances ſet out : And 
further, that the ſaid Nathaniel ſon, William Pain, and Jobn Farwell, 
in their further proſecuting, falſly, wickedly, and maliciouſly, their contri- 
vances and intentions aforeſaid, with force and arms, &c. fal{ly, unlaw- 
fully, wickedly, maliciouſly, and devilliſhly, compoſed, and cauſed to be 
Printed, a certain other falſe, ſcandalous, and Camry Libe], Entitu- 
led, The Leyal Proteſtant Intelligence, &c. In which laſt mentioned Libel 
amongſt other things, it is contained, as follows, Whereas Dick Janeway 
in this dayes Meranry, promiſes an Anſwer to the late Letter to Mr. 
Prance, &c. This is to give him, and all the world notice, That ſuch an An- 
ſwer is impatiently expeded . a4 Author of that Letter, who queſtions nos 
but to prove every Tittle of Letter, to the ſatisfattion of ol mankind ; 
And beſides, be is very deſtrons that the Courantier (according to his laſt Pac- 
quet | ny; to Rome) would go on, and uſe bis Intereſt, to procure the 
Lord Conrt men and Common Council of London, to inſpe# 
the Truth of that Letter ; whereby it will appear inevitably, that there is not 
one Papiſt or Popiſbly affeCted perſop: concerned in that Leiter, or in the proof 
of the particnlars thereof ;, but the ſame (with divers other material. circum- 
ances relating to the Myrther of Sir E B Godfrey, and the Fraud and Blind 
put upon the world in relation thereto) will be more fully, plainly and mani- 
feftly proved, without giving ill Words, or ſcurrilows Language or Reflettions 
to any perſons that really are, or ſuppoſed to be therein concern'd in any circum- 
ftance whatſoever, And that the ſaid Nathaniel Thompſon, William Pain, 
and John: Farwell, in their further proſecution aforeſaid, falſly, wickedly, 
and maliciouſly, their contrivances and intentions; after, to wit.: The firſt 
day of April, in the four and thirtieth year of the Reign of outxſaid Lord 
the King, with force and arms, &c. at the Pariſh ot Saint Mary le Bow, 
London, aforeſaid, falfly, unlawfully, unjuſtly, wickedly, malicioully, ſcan- 
dalouſly, and devilliſhly, made, _ and cauſed to be Printed, a. 
certain other falſe, ſcandalous, and -—__—__ Libel, Entituled, the Le

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Proteſtart Tniclligerce, &c. Tn which laſt mentioned Libel amongſt other 
things it is contained as follows; Laſt Wedneſday , Nathaniel Thompſon 
rpon Surmors appeared befere the Lords of his Majeſties moſt honourable 
Priry Cenrcl, ebcut the Letters to Mr. Miles Prance concerning the Death of 
Sir Elnondbury Godfrey, where ke juſtified the matter, and produced 
the Authors, who are ready to prove ( by undeniable and ſubſtantial Witneſ- 
ſes, not in the leaſt acuſed or ſuſpeFed of Popery, as the malicions Party 
do ſuggeſt ) that ezery Tittle and Iotd of thoſe Letters aretrue. And that in 
another part of the laſt mentioned Libel, among(tother things it iscon- 
tained as follows; Mr. Thompſon and the Gentlemen his Friends are 
10 attend the next Wedneſday at Council, where they do not doubt, but that 
Honeurable Board will put them into4 Methodo prove the whole, or any par- 
ticular which their Honours in their great Wiſdom ſhall think convenient to 
be brought to the Teſt or Examination. And further that the ſaid Nathaniel 
Thompſon &c. the Twenty-third day of February in the aboveſaid 
Thirty-fourth year of our ſaid Lord the King 5 and divers other 
daysand times betwixt the ſaid Twenty-third of Febrnary and the aforeſaid 
Thirty-fourth year, and the day of the exhibiting of the ſaid Information 
at the Pariſh of St Mary le Bow, London aforeſaid, knowingly, and every 
of them knowing the ſaid ſeveral Libels to be falſe, malicious, ſcandalous 
and ſeditiors, with Force and Arms, &@c. falſly, unlawtully, unjuſtly, 
wickedly, maliciouſly, ſcandaloufly, ſeditiouſly and devilliſhly the faid 
falſe, malicious, ſcandalous and ſeditious Libels uttered and publiſhed, 
andeach of thetn uttered and publiſhed in manifeſt contempt of the Laws 
of this Kingdom of England, and the Scandal and Defamatien of the 
publick Juſtice of the ſame, to the evil Example of all others inlike 
Caſe offending 3 and againſt the Kings Peace , his Crown and Dignity, 
Oc. ; 


Thets Proclatiation for Information being made , Mr. Thompſon 
acquizitited my Lord and the Jury with the effe of the Information 
as follows t 


Mr. Thompſon. My Lord and you Gentlemen of the Jury, This is an 
Information againſt Nathaniel Thompſon, William Pain and Jokn Farwell, 
and it is for writing and printing ſeveral Scandalous Libels about the 
the Death of Sir Edmondbwry Godfrey : In which weſet forth, that Greer: 
Berry and Hill were indifted for the Murder of Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey, and thereof convitted and attained , and that the faid Greer, 
Berry and Hill were executed for it; that upon their Tryal for that 
Matter ſeveral Witneſſes were examined, namely Mr. Prance , Bedloe, 
Curtis and ſeveral others to prove Sir Edmondbury Godfrey murthered at 
Somerſet-houſe 5 and before the Tryal there was an Inqueſt taken by rhe 
Coroner of Middleſex, by which it does appear, that Sir Edmond- 
bury Godfrey was murthered by ſeveral Perſons unknown , and that the 
Dggndants to refle& upon the Juſtice of the Nation, and ſcandalize 
the Witneſſes produced at that Tryal, and to make it believed that 
theſe Perſons died Wrongfully, did write and print ſeveral ſcandalous 
Libels and Letters, one of them intituled a Letter to Miles Prance 
concerning the Murther of Sir Edmondbury Godfrey , and in theſe Let- 
ters did ſuggeſt as if he had been felo de ſe , and do reflett upcnevery 

one 
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one of the Witneſſes, as if they had contradicted 


themſelves , and alſo do refle&t upon the Coroner as 
though he had bribed the Jury, and - do undertake 


' by theſe Arguments and ſeveral others (that you will 


hear) to prove that Sir Edmondbury Godfrey murthered 
himſelf ; And that in another Libel that Thompſen 
printed called his Loyal, Proteſtant Intelligence, he 
fays he will make it out by a Cloud of Witneſ- 
ſes: This we fay 1s againſt the Peace of the King, 
and defaming of the Juſtice of the Nation: If we 
prove this matter upon theni ; you arc ro find them 
Guilty. 

Mr. Serj. Maynard, My Lord» The matter which 
you have now before you, is as impudent a thing 
as ever was done. Gentlemen, Sir Edmondbury God- 
frey was murthered , and Green and the Contrivers of 
it have been executed for it ; the matter hath paſſed 
the Examination of the Parliament, and the King 
and Council and all ; Now this Thompſon is a . Prin- 
ter, I may as well fay a Printer of Libels, for he 
does conſtantly print Libels againſt the.Religion efta- 
bliſhed , and the Juſtice of the Nation ; The Jury 
that were umpannelled upon the Coroners Inqueſt, he 
ſays of them that they ar firſt did agree that he 
murthered himſelf , and afterwards did return and 
find that he was murthered by others: Gentlemen 
'ris plain that he was murthered by others, and the 
particular perſons have been tryed for it and found 

uilty. Now this perſon after all this, what does he 
do? Hetakes upon him to write a Letter to Prance ; 
( Prance was one of the Witneſſes in that Caſe ) he writes 
it by the name of a Letter, but it 1s a foul and wicked 
Libel; and therein ( *ris roo long for mc to mention 
the particulars ) he ſcandalizes the publick Juſtice of the 
Nation, he undertakes to vindicate the Murderers, and 
to accuſe the proceedings of the Nation. But Gentle- 
men , we wul pon theſe Men guilty of framung and 
publiſhing of theſe wicked Libels, and thart is all thatis 
necdful to be done upon the point of Evidence. Wewall

Then Mr. Clare was ſworn, and produced a Copy of the Re- 
cord of the conviftion-and attainder of Greer, Berry, and Hill, for 
the Murther of Sir Edmondlury Goofrey As alſo a Copy of the In- 
quiſition, taken by the Coroner of Middleſex upon the view of the 
Body of the ſaid Sir Edmonbury Godfrey, whereby it is found that he 
was Murthered by them, Strangled with a Cord by perſons un- 
known. Both which ( Mr. Clare having ſworn 'to be true Copies ) 
were read. | 


L.Chief Juft. This matter of his _ thus ſtrangled, was found 
before it was diſcovered whodid the Murder, It was upon the fight 
of the body, and they ſuppoſed it tobe done — bur afterwards: 
it came to light that it was done with an Handkerchief.

Mr. MILES PRANCE, in Relation to 
the Murther of Sir EDM OND-BURY 
GODFRET. 


Mr. Prance, 


Erceiving by ſome late Pamphlets ſeveral Rumors raid, as if there 
were endeavours us'dto afperſe your Evidence in Relation to the 
Death of Sir E. B. G. and to lay that Murther upon Himſelf. 

And remembring the Confternation which then was in all peoples minds by 
the diſcovery at that time of a Dreadful and moſt Horrid Popiſþ Plot, 
which-occaſion'd diversto report, and moſt to believe (even ſeveral days 
before the dead Body was found) Thet he was Murder'd by the Papilts at 
Somerſet-houſe, And hearing that the Coroners Fury or Inqueſs were 
firſt of Opinion, and accordinly declar'd he was Felo de Se 3 And that 
there was mach Art and Skill ns'd to procure their Yerdi# to the con+ 
traryz More particularly , the refuling of the Body (at their Inſtance 
and requeſt) to be opened; and oppoling the Affiſtance of the Coroxer * 
of Weſtminſter, (who is taken notice of to. be a Knowing and Impartial 
Man in the Execution of his Office; ) who was defir'd to, and did at- 

- tend for that purpoſe, but was diſmiſt with a Gxiney ; telling him, they 
had no need of his Service. I made it my buſineſs, partly for Yours, 
but chiefly for the Truths fake, to make a ſtrict Enquiry into the far- 
ther Cauſes of the aforeſaid Rumours, and do find theſs particulars very 
much urg'd, and diſcours'd of, ( viz.) 

I. In oppſfition to the Evidence of his being dog'd up and down, 
and lodg'd in a great Houſe at St. Clements on Saturday the 12. of OFo- 
ber 1678. (being the day he was firſt miſling.) It is aftirm'd he went out 
of his Houſe that very Satwrday morning about nine a Clock ; (which 
is the laſt time he ever returned thither; ) And about ro that Forenoon 
was in the Fields walking towards Marybore , (in which Pariſh his dead 
Corps was afterwards tound,) And was there met by a Brewer in Se. 
Giles's, who diſcourſed with hims And about a £1 of the ſame day he 
was ſeen paſſing by the Lady Cooks Lodgings near the Cock-pit ; Aﬀer 
which, he was ſeen in St. Martins-lane, went by the Church, and down 
Church-lane into the Strands About 1 paſled by the door of one Mr, Rat- 
cl;fÞ an Oyl-man in the Strand, And ſoon after was met in the back Court 
of Lincolns-Inne by two Gentlemen, who obſerved him to make a ſud- 
den turn, and to go out at the back door; They went out at that door 
alſo, and did ſee him turn the corner Wall; between which place and 
Turn Stile, he was met by aÞBarriſter at Law; And that a perſon living 


near Primroſe -Hill, declared before divers perſons, that he ſaw him a- 
bout 
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bout g that Satzrdayin the Afternoon walking in thoſe Fields, his uſual 
Walk being that way. | 

II. They ſay, the place where, and the poſture wherein he was found, 
are very remarkable, As to the place; It was ina Ditch onthe South 
ſide of Primroſe-Hill, ſurrounded with divers Cloſes, Fenced: with high 
Mounds and Ditches, no Road near, only ſome deep dirty Lanes made 
only for the conveniency for driving Cows and fuchlike Cattle in and our 

of the Grounds 3 And thoſe very Lanes not coming near 500 yards of 
the place, and impoſſible for any Man on Horſe-back with a Dead 
Corps before him at Midnight to approach , unleſs Gaps were made i'th 
Mounds, as the Conſtable and his Aflittants found by Experience when 
they came on Horſeback thither. As to the poſture, his Breaft was Un- 
buttoned, his Waſtcoat and Shirt put by, his Sword run in under his left 
Pap next his Skin, the Point coming out at his right Shoulder about fix 
Inches, his left Arm donbled under him, ( on which bis Head ſeemed to 
lean,) and his right Arm ſtiff, ſtretcht out upon the Bank, his Belly and 
Breaſt being ſupported by the ſide of the Bank, his Knees knit together, 
and with his Hips alittle bending or doubling under him. 

And they infer from thence, that he beingatall raw bord Man, (after 
he had been ſeveral daiesdead,) could never be crooked ſnas tobe cram'd 
into a Sedax, (which are very low built, and difficult to be carried with 
proper Braces, much more as You Evidenced with Cords) then ſtraight- 
ned, and his Legs opened, and mounted on Horſe-back, and then put 
into the poſture he was found in, and ſtiflened again, . | 

I Now althc the Matters aforeſaid may be ſaid to be only circumſtan + 
tial, Yet they produce undeniable Arguments againſt your Evidence,(viz.) 
They ſay, that if a Man, or any other Creature be Strawgled, or Hanged, 
and his Body cold, and the Blood ſettled in the Veins, (as he muſt needsbe 
if Your Evidencebe true,) rx# 20 Swords through ſuch a Body, not one drop 

blood will come out - But on the contrary, h.s Body when found, was 

11 of Blood, infomuch, that (over and above the Czkes or great Goblets 
of congealed putrified Blood found afterwards inhis Cloaths) the Conſtable 
when he pulled the Sword out of hisBody, it crafhed againſt his Back- 
bone, and Gobbets of Blood and Water guſhed or gubbled our of rhat 
Wound io abundance, not only in that very place where the Sword was 
_ out, but inall his paſſage to the White-havſe, eſpecially there where 

is Body was lifted over two high Stumps z and alſo. when he was laid up- 
on the Table, the Blood and Water ſo 1flued out of that wound, that it 
ran from off the Table upon the Floor, and from thence intothe Cellar 3 
So that they do aver that that wound that he received by that Sword 
muſt of neceſſity be the cauſe of his Neath, And they take notice, that ſo 
much of the Sword as was in his Body, was diſcoloured and blackiſh ; and 
that part that came out at his back was of a dulliſh colour, and the Poidr 
thereof was ruſty; Alſo, that the Cloaths, Belt and cabbard were weather- 
beatento rags; his body ſtunk extremely z his Eyes, Noſtrils, 2nd corners 
of his Month were Fly-blown all which muſt naturally be by his being 
ſolong in the Air, 

IV. They ſay, That whcn a Man is Strangled or Hanged, his Eyes will 
be extorted, his Face will be ſwelled and black, Whiereas his Eyes were 
ſhut, his Face was pale, only theleft part of his Chir, with his breaſt and 
belly being next the Earth, were purrified, and lookedot a blue and gree- 
nifh colour, more eſpecially about the wound 3 For that the blood, when 

hot, 
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hot, ronnirig to the wound, cavſed the greater putrefaCtion in that place 
Whenas, if the wound had been made atrer he was Dead, and Cold, the 
reſt of his body would have putrified as ſoon, and as much as there, 

V. They ſay, That the cleanneſs of his Shoes makes againſt Tour Evidence; 
For his Shoes were cleaned or rather glazed on the very bottoms of the Soles, 
occafioned by his walking in the Graſs, and Graſi»ſeeds were obſerved to ſtick 
in the Seams of bis Shoes; And beſides, there was not one ſpeck of Dirt on hjs 
Cloaths, or Legs, not ſo much as a Horſe*bair ſticking thereon > Whereas , 
the Conſtable, and thoſe that went with him , were dirty'd and moil'd 
up to the very Saddle-skirts, and not calily to be cleaned; And Mr. 
Prance, you know that a tall Dead Man on Horſe-back, cannot lift up his 
Legsto ſave them fromtheDirt. 

VI. Asto the looſeneſs of his Neck, and the Rim or green Circle abort 
It, they ſay they are Ridiculous and Impertinent Arguments againſt ſo ma. 
ny Demonſtrative ones; eſpecially, when there 1s not a Nzr/e, or any Wo. 
man of Age, that hath buried any Relations, but will tell you it's very 
common tor people to die with Necks as looſe as his was. And the Rim a. 


bouthis Neck wasſo far from being like one made with a Cravat or Hand- 


kerchief, that it ſeems to be occaſioned by the great height and ſtifneſs of 
bis Collar, which was faſt Buttoned about his Neck, and on which his 
Head reſted , and was unbuttoned about 10 of the Clock the next gay, 
before the Coroner or Jury came. But if that Rim, or thoſe Bruiſes, that 
Your Evidence ſeems to make the cauſe of his Death, were really ſoz Then 
they alledge, thatin ſuch caſe, the whole Maſs of Blood would have ſet- 
led there, and his Neck and bruiſes would have ſwelled, and have been 
perfe& black, which was not in His Caſe. 

VII They alſo-ſay, That all theſe Matters are Notorions, and will be 
proved by divers cregible and undeniable Eye and Ear Witneſſes ; And 
beſides, They obſerve, that Bedlow's (before the Committee of Lords.) 
and Your Evidence in Relation to this Gentlemans Death, are as different 
as the Eaſt is from the Weſt 3 For You Dogg him out of St. Clements 3 the 
other decoys him from Charing-Croſs : You Swear he was Strangled with 
a Handkerchief near the Stables going tothe Water-ſide; Bedlow, that he 
was Smothered with a Pillow ina Room in the great Corrs in Somerſet- 
Houſe, You ſay he took Horſe at So-bo; Bedlow ſays he took Coach at Cla- 
renden-Houſe, with many more ſuch like Contrad:@ions > And conlidering 
the Old Proverb, fore-wars'g, fore-arm'd. A turther and fuller account ' 
of the whole matter expect, I beingloath at preſent to,exceed the bounds

Next, whereas my Letter faith, (and that truly) that the Coro- 
ner's Jury were firſt of opinion, afid accordingly declared, he was 
Felo de ſe, and that much Art and. Skill =_ uſed to procure _ 
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Verdi& to the contrary. This Ghoſt, inſtead of contradiQting that 
Truth, would infinuate, as if that Letter reflefted upon the Repuration 
of the Jurors, when as there was no ſuch thing imployed or jnten- 
'ded, they being known to be honeſt men, of good Reputation, and 
free from- Fraud or Guile, and conſequently the eaſter to be over- 
reached, by the Cunning of thoſe and that Party, whoſe intereſt it 
was to deceive them, and who never leave any ſtone unturned to at- 
tain their deſignes.

But though the Murder was clearly proved at the 
Trial of Green, Berry, and Hill; and though after all theſe 
Brags, that Thompſon, Farewell, and Paine, made, Thar 
they could prove ſo much at their Trial, they could make 
out nothing ; and fo it was not neceſlary to call any more 
Witneſſes for the King then}; yer for the further SacisfaRi- 
on of the World, it hath been thought fit co Print (be- 
ſides what is Printed with the Trial, upon giving Judg- 
ment) the following Five Athdavits all agreeing with Mr. 
Prance's Teſtimony upon the Trial of Green, Berry, and 
Hill; and as to the firſt Four of them, ſee John Oakly's Ab 
hdavit, Printed in the Trial, at pag.
